Should the issue 


be taken Into politics it would be regarded as new and 
revolutionary by a laige numbei of the people, by all the 
conservative element. 


Before Democrats endorse Mr. Hearst as a candidate 


for president and hail him as the great deliverer of labor 
they should caiefully consider what thpy desire most in 
the next campaign. Tf they think they can win with an 
is&ue that many villl regard as revolutiionaiy, that is cei - 
tain to be branded as plainly a socialistic movement, or if 
they are deshous of firmly establishing that issue in 
American politics, regardless of whether "the party wins 
or loses, then they may take up Mr. Heaist and his ideas. 
If they clean c fiist of all to drive the Republican party 
from powei and place the Democratic idea in control, 
trusting to the future to curry those ideas Lo uch an ex- 
tent as to f u i t h e r benefit the groat masses of the people, 
they will tavor some candidate not obnoxious to the con- 
servative element. 


If the Democratic party is to gain fiom the Republi- 


cans next time it must make its gains from among those 
conseivatilves who have become dissatisfied with Roose- 
velt and aie disposed to look with favoi on the Democ-
